devices to promote safety of railway 
operation js a clock that indicates upon 
a dial beside the track the exact time ot 
passing of the last proceeding train.

The Toledo Exprcm Runs into a Freight Train 


ul 12:11 O'clock Thin Morning and Carries 
with It Death and DfHtrnctioj-Englnwi 
Clark and Fireman llnn-y Opel of Spring 
Held, Among the Injured. 


The Toledo Express, No. 42, on tbe 


Wabaah, which should leave JDeoatnr at 
10:22 p. m. was delayed 50 minutes last 
night and at Homer, III., a point 54 miles 
east of thia city, met with a terrible ac- 
cident, so badly injuring five trainmen 
that several will die. Tbe train waa 
running at a bigb rate of epeed and ran 
into the rear end of freight train No. 92, 
which was standing with the bead em 
on a side track and tbe rear end on tbe 
main road. Engineer Frank Olark anc 
Fireman Henry Opel were in charge of 
the passenger engine and they were 
caught in the wreck and Olark reoeivec 
futal injnrieu about tbe head and wac 
terribly scalded. His home is In Spring 
field and ie a married man, his wife be 
ing a eister ot Frank H. Paine, master 
mechanic ot the Wabash in thia city 
Opel was also badly scalded and bis 
skull is fractured, He resides in Spring 
field and it is thonght that he will re 
cover. In the United States mail car 
w<tre Messengers A. S. Morning, who re 
sides ut Toledo, Louie Oerke, of Ft 
Wayne, nnd 0. A. Oomptoo, of Kings 
burg, 111. 
All were severely injnrei 


about the bend and legs, nnd it is feared 
Morning's injuries will prove tatul. He 
is a married man and was one of the 
messengers with whom Bob Hays weigbec 
mall for a month. Bob was seen this 
morning by a KBPDBLIOAN reporter anc 
he expressed the deepest regret that, bis 
friend wus so badly injured. In the ex 
press oar Messenger H. Q. Bumgardne 
of Taylorville was badly bruised bat not 
seriously. Aid was immediately sent on 
from Danville and the injured were 
given prompt surgical attention. Every 
thing within tbe power ot the rail 
rottO, company was done for tbe nnfortu 
natb men. They were placed in a Wag 
ner sleeping car and taken to Tolono 
where the oar waa attached to Train 
which owing to .the wreck was oompelle< 
to run over the I,, 6. & W. to Champaign 
then down on the Contra! to Tolono and 
west on the Wabaeh to Deeatur, reaching 
this city at about 8 o'clock this morning 
on its way to Springfield, where tbe in 
jared were placed in the Wabaah hoa 
pital.

WJien the workmen commenced to 


deal away the wreck a dead body was 
foun i among the debris. The pockets 
of th 9 clothes on the dead man were 
sean lied for n clue of identity and a 
oigai milker's traveling card issued by the 
Deoi tur Union No. 20, was found made 
out in the name of D. J. Freely, to 
gethpr with some papers which led tbe 
men'to believe that he had resided in 
Decatnr. This morning Robert Barker 
secretary of the local lodge of cigar 
makers, received a telegram conveying 
the news of Freely's death. It was then 
learned that Freely baa been working in 
the cigar factory of "A. D, Holland on 
West Main street for the post five weeks 
nnd was seen at the depot last evening 
He inquired as to the right train to take 
to go to Danville and this illfated pas 
senger was pointed to bim, He had a 
companion with him and together they 
boarded tbe front end of the mail car be- 
hind the tender and started on tbeir 
trip. When the passenger struck tbe 
caboose ot the freight Freely was killec 
outright and nothing is known concerning 
what has become of his companion. II 
is thought however, that he was killed 
ia the wreck, 
It is not known what 


disposition the Deoatur cigarmakem wil 
make of the body.
